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scenes from Early Oberlin

Editor’s note. In recent years, members of the Oberlin com- 
munity have prepared historical articles for the Commence- 
ment program. This year Mr. Bigglestone, an historian and the 
Archivist of Oberlin College since 1966, has culled through the 
thousands of photographs and pictorial representations of 
early Oberlin to share some of his favorites with us. 


(Right) This is the earliest representation of Oberlin that I have seen. It 
appeared inan English publication, The Revivalist, in 1839 as part of an 
article by a Joseph Belcher titled “Oberlin Institute, Ohio, United States.” The 
engraving was made from a drawing taken to England that same year by 
William Dawes and John Keep who were ona mission to raise funds for the 
struggling Oberlin Collegiate Institute. The text identified the largest building as 
Tappan Hall and to its left (from the center) Colonial Hall and Chapel, Ladies 
Hall and Oberlin Hall. The house at the far right, wrote Belcher, was “the 
residence of the laborious and eminently successful Finney, whose lectures on 
revivals are well known in this country, and who sustains at Oberlin the 
station of Professor of Theology.” (The Revivalist is in the Bodleian Library, 
Oxford.) 


(Below) Talcott Hall roommates enjoy tea and toast about 1893. Making toast 2 as al ce 
over your lamp was probably in violation of the rules. 


(Below) In nineteenth century Oberlin fire was a part of daily life. It was used 
to cook food, heat homes, burn trash in back yards because there was no trash 
collection, and with large bonfires to celebrate special events. Sometimes fire 
became destructive and then, as now, Oberlin looked to its volunteer firemen 
for protection. This photograph, taken on South Main Street about 1897, 
shows the members of the South Side Hose Company. These men paid a 
twenty-five cent initiation fee to join the company and in return they received 
nine dollars a year and the pleasure and camaraderie that accompanied the 
dirty, often dangerous work. Company officers were elected and a 
constitution and by-laws adopted. Violators of the rules were fined (spitting 
on the station floor cost five cents). Many a chimney fire was extinguished by 
a hose company before the hook and ladder company ever reached the scene. 


(Below) Oberlin’s first building devoted exclusively to city hall 
purposes was located approximately where Hall Auditorium stands. 
Including the site, it cost $22,879.03. Because the town’s leaders held to 
the estimated cost when it was built (1870-1871), the structure proved 
to be much too small for the town’s needs. In 1916 it was sold to the 
College and razed three years later. High atop the cupola an iron bird, 
politely described as an “anatomical monstrosity,” looked down upon 
a citizenry that derived much pleasure from making insulting remarks 
about this “What Is it?” Professor Charles Churchill wrote a seven 
verse, “Raving, By Poh!” and ended its first stanza thusly: “Deep into 
the blue vault peering, long I stood there wondering, fearing, If that 
dreadful thing should fly.” In spite of the bird, I think the building was 
the most handsome structure the city of Oberlin has ever owned. 
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(Above) During the latter 1870’s the velocipede craze took hold of Oberlin. 
Pedestrians dodged or took a chance of being knocked down by riders just as 
they would have to do with bicyclists when two wheelers appeared. The 
danger to the pedestrian was far greater than we face today because streets 
were often in such poor condition riders had no choice but to use the 
sidewalks. This stereoptican view of a rider and strollers at an impasse is the 
only photograph I have seen wherein a velocipede appears. Someone has 
written “House on East College Street?” across the top of the picture which 
incidentally, also shows the picket fence that commonly surrounded yards in 
those days. 


(Left) One of the problems the city of Oberlin 
currently faces is that of inadequate drainage and 
resulting flooded basements. When the Oberlin 
Tribune reported this scene its column was 
headed, “High Waters Fill Cellars” and the 
account explained how the waters of Plum Creek 
had backed up through sewers and storm drains 
and extinguished many a furnace and heater. The 
view is of West Vine Street looking toward South 
Main Street as milkman Thomas Gayters 
valiantly makes his horsedrawn rounds. The date 
is March 25, 1913. 


(Right) In the latter half of the 19th Century the 
junior class had a day when it held its “Junior 
Exhibition” to display members’ abilities by 
means of essays, orations, poetry and music. 
Class rivalries over this event spawned such 
foolishness that in 1893 the faculty cancelled 
Junior Ex. One of the lesser insanities occurred in 
1889 when sophomores discovered the junior 
class song prior to exhibition and hastened to 
announce it loudly to all Oberlin. Twelve 
students went through the streets drawing a 
carriage in which a sophomore tooted the 
previously top secret melody upon a cornet. 
Beside him another sophomore held a hymn 
book which probably meant the cornetist had not 
the time to commit the tune to memory. 
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(Above) From 1855 the College Chapel on Tappan Square was a center of 
activity where students and townspeople attended religious services and public 
events, or went on business to the College’s administrative offices therein 
housed. In 1903 photographer T.J. Rice hastened early one January morn to 
record the fire that destroyed the building and by so doing he gave us this rare 
picture. Ever since this conflagration Oberlin’s keepers of things archival have 
been comforted to know that they can say about an elusive old record, “It 
must have been lost in the fire.” 


(Left) From the very first coeducation came under attack and after any slip, 
real or alleged, odds were good the practice would be pointed to as having 
failed. One of Oberlin’s embarrassing moments led to this 1878 “Illustrated 
Police News” cover with caption that read, “A terrible scandal at Oberlin 
College, Ohio - Shocking breaches of discipline revealed by a lady student’s 
confession - How the girl students have been stealing out for moonlight strolls 
and wicked liaisons.” There is some question that it was concern over 
coeducation which caused the printing of this picture and the story that 
accompanied it.
